In 1910 President Taft appointed 
him, the late Harrison Grey Otis 
of the Los Angeles Times and C. A. 
Rook of the Pittsburgh Dispatch 
to represent the United States at 
the Mexican centennial. 
Mr. Gerard learned Spanish for 
the occasion and when he delivered 
his speech, he spoke in Spanish to 
the keen delight of his auditors. 
Later when he was ambassador to 
Germany his knowledge of Spanish 
helped his immeasurably. 
After leaving Germany when he 
was recalled by President Wilson 
because of the strained relations be- 
twen that country and the United 
States, Mr. Gerard passed through 
Spain. In his book. “My Four Years 
in Germany,” he pays a high tribute 
to the Spanish king and the Spanish 
people. Referring to the Spanish- 
American war, Mr. Gerard wrote: 
“I do not think the Spanish har­ 
bor any spirit of revenge against us 
because of the events of the Spanish- 
American war. There was nothing in 
that war to arouse particular re­ 
sentment. No one used poison gas, 
or enslaved women or cut off the 
hands of babies. On our side, at 
least, there was an intense admira­ 
tion for the splendid chivalrous bra­ 
very of our enemies. Spain was, in 
reality, benefited by the loss of Cuba 
and the Philippines; in fact, they 
were practically lost to her before 
we entered the war. Thinking Span­ 
iards believe the war with America 
benefited Spain, and the lower class­ 
es rejoice because their sons and 
husbands are not forced to serve in 
the Spanish army in the fever-laden 
swamps of the tropics/ 
Mr. Gerard and his party sailed 
from La Coruna when they left Eu­ 
rope. The mayor of La Coruna pre­ 
sented Mrs. Gerard with a beautiful 
basket of flowers entwined with rib­ 
bons of the colors of the city, and 
showed the Americans every cour­ 
tesy. The Gerard party landed at 
Havana, 
from where Mr. Gerard 
proceeded 
north 
to 
Washington 
where he reported to President Wil­ 
son. 
While in Albuquerque, New Mex­ 
ico, speaking under the auspices of 
the league to enforce peace, some 
time later, Mr. Gerard was asked 
if he would use an interpreter so 
that the Spaniards and the people 
of Spanish extraction could the more 
easily understand him, Mr. Gerard 
sprung a surprise by opening his 
speech in perfect Spanish and was 
given a great ovation. 
He speaks German, French and 
Spanish fluently. 


FIND SKELETON 
OF PRE - HISTORIC 
ANIMAL VERY OLD 


By the Associated Pron 
NEW YORK, March 6.—-The skel­ 
eton of a prehistoric deinodon, cal­ 
culated to be 60,000,000 years old, 
has been installed in Dinosaur Hall 
at the American Museum of Natur­ 
al History. The Deinodon, which is 
also known as “terrible-tooth,” is 
described as perhaps the most swift 
and powerful creature of its time. 
The skeleton stands eleven feet 
five inches high and measures twen­ 
ty feet from the nose to the tip of 
its tail. It is 
supposed 
to 
have 
weighed several times as much as 
the largest lion of today. 
Dr. W. D. Matthew, curator of the 
museum’s department of vertebrate 
paleontology, says that our prehis­ 
toric ancestors perhaps did not have 
to contend with the Deinoden, which 
likely was extinct before the ear­ 
liest caveman. 
The deinodon lived during the 
cretaceous period of the age of rep­ 
tiles, according to calculations bas­ 
ed on the alteration of radio-active 
minerals. 
The skeleton of the deinodon was 
found three years ago by Charles 
H. Sternberg in the canon of the 
Red Deer river in Alberta, the rich­ 
est repository of dinosaur skeletons 
yet discovered. The geography and 
climate of that region was far dif­ 
ferent 60,000,000 years ago, per­ 
haps warm and marshy as the broad 
interior sea, once stretching from 
the Gulf of Mexico to the Arctic 
Ocean, was gradually receding and 
filling up with swamps and tropical 
growth.

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THE INVASION OF AMERICA 


A staff writer of the Saturday Evening Post in discussing 
the question of foreign immigration submits some rather strik­ 
ing figures. 
He mentions the number of immigrants coming 
to the United States each year prior to the opening of the 
European war, and draws a startling parallel between their 
numbers and the number of American troops sent overseas 
during our participation in the war. 
That we sent a million men to France during twelve 
months is considered one outlie marvels of history by most 
Americans. 
Yet our immigration bureaus show that during 
the twelve months ending June 30, 1914, there were l,218v480 
immigrants from Europe who entered this country. This num­ 
ber is equivalent to fifty army divisions, or ten army divisions 
more than we sent to Europe in the same length of time. 
If the aliens coming to America prior to the war and those 
that will come to America when the bars are let down again 
are coming here to become citizens and to help build up the 
country, there is no cause for concern. But if they come from 
the non-assimiliable people of Eastern Europe and are coming 
over to oppose our government and subvert our institutions, 
they constitute a national menace of the first magnitude. 
If 
they are really alien enemies, we will be receiving into our 
midst each year an army of enemies twenty five per cent 
greater in number than the army we sent overseas. 
That the greater number of these invaders are enemies of 
our form of government and of our institutions there can be no 
reasonable doubt. 
They are coming from countries different 
in traditions and ideals from our own. 
Prior to 1883 nearly 
all our immigrants came from Western Europe and easily 
merged themselves with the currents of our national life. But 
since 1883 most of our immigrants have come from countries 
and races .antagonistic to our own and have introduced into 
our national life doctrines destructive of everything that we 
as Americans hold dear. 
Thus the alien problem becomes 
one of vital importance.
